Farmers who used Government 
loans this year are allowed to 
retain the cotton seed and $7.50 
from each hale of cotton market­ 
ed, whether sold to buyers or 
through thi* Cotton Association, 
according 
to 
the 
announcement 
of the Department of Agriculture 
in a letter to A. J. Lloyd. 
The 
Department 
of 
Agricul­ 
ture, through which the govern- 
mont loans were made, realizes 
that the farm er must have some 
money from each bale to cover 
picking and ginning costs, and 
in 
recognition of this the ex­ 
pense allowance is made.

(By J. A. Barton) 
Fifteen thousand acres of land 
terraced 
durirV' 
the

season of 1930 and 1931 is proof j 
of 
the 
growing 
popularity 
• 
terracing 
the 
rolling 
lands 
Comanche County. 
Tt has been pointed out that 
the reason for the increased ter­ 
ra- ing has been the past work 
done along the lines of terrac­ 
ing in demonstrating its 
value 
m holding the soil and water. In 
every 
community 
in 
Comanche 
( ountv there are one or more 
practical demonstrations that has 
shown the value of this kind of 
work, which 
has increased 
the 
demand for the running of ter­ 
race lines from year to year. 
To 
meet 
this 
increasing 
de­ 
mand last Fall, County Supt. R. 
S. 
Walker, 
and 
Countv 
Agent 
J. A. Barton, worked out plans 
whereby this demand for running 
terrace lines might he met. The 
plans outlined 
and carried out 
was through the industrials, and 
vocational schools and 4-H Clubs 
of the county to aid in this work. 
One county wide terracing dem­ 
onstration was held and in addi­ 
tion ten other special terracing 
schools held in the school districts. 
At these schools special stress 
was placed on setting up and ad­ 
justing levels, and the running 
of lines and spacing of terraces. 
In a recent check it was found 
that these schools had terraced 
close to 6.000 acres with that of 
the 
vocational, 
individuals, 
4-H 
Clubs and County Agent making 
a grand total of around 15,000 
acres 
for 
this 
county. 
Among 
the schools the following stood 
high in per cent of land terraced: 
Energy, Sidney, Comyn, Beattie. 
Custine, Has mo, Proctor, Robinson 
Spungs, Trinity, Newburg, Dus­ 
ter, 
i’ettit, Downing, Comanche 
and Del t%on. 
A new idea and trend in this 
county has been a number of 
level farms being terraced. This 
as pointed out by the farmers 
makes an equal distribution of 
water, costs less to terrace level 
land than hilly, rolling land, ter­ 
races can he spaced further apart, 
practically all water can be held, 
and wider and broader terraces 
can be constructed. 
A number of lines and terraced 
constructed on sights for perman­ 
ent pastures. These terraces have 
been 
close 
together, 
with 
but 
verv little fall, and only medium 
size terraces with the idea in 
mind of holding all the water, 
and planting the land to success­ 
ful pastures grasses and legumes. 
'I his as pointed out by a number 
will greatly increase the value of 
their pasture, will lengthen the 
grazing 
period, 
enable 
one 
to 
carry more stock on same land, 
increase 
the 
fertility 
of 
their 
land, and aid in an all year graz­ 
ing program. 
Comanche County has around 
200.000 acres of cultivated land, 
and a survey shows that at least 
half of it is badly in need of 
terracing. The figures show that 
around 45,000 acres has been ter­ 
raced, leaving 55,000 acres still j 
in need of terracing. As there 
are some 35 farm levels in the 
county and more each year who 
learn to terrace, there hopes that
